THE REPEALING AND AMENDING ACT, 1960. 

No. XXXV of 1950 

An Aot to repeal oertain enactments and to amend certain other enactments. 

Be it enaoted by Parliament at, follows : — 

1. Short title.— -Thia Aot may bo called the Repealing and Amending Aot, 
1950. 

2. Repeal ol certain enactments. — The enactments specified in the First Sohe- 
dulo are hereby repealed to the extent mentioned in the fourth column thereof, 

3. Amendment ol certain enactments.- — Tho onaotinents specified in the Second 
Sohedulo are hereby amended to the extent and in the manner mentioned in the 
fourth column thereof. 

4. Savings. — The repeal by this Act of any enactment shall not affeot any other 
enaotmont in which the repealed enactment has been applied, incorporated or 
referred to; 

and this Act shall not affeot tho validity, invalidity, effect or consequences of 
anything already done or suffered, or any right, title, obligation or liability already 
acquired, accrued or incurred, or any remedy or proceeding in respect thereof, or 
any release or discharge of or from any debt, penalty, obligation, liability, claim or 
demand, or any indemnity already granted, or the proof of any past aot or thing ; 

nor shall this Aot affeot any principle or rule of law, or established jurisdiction, 
form or course of pleading, praclioo or prooodure, or existing usage, custom, pri- 
vilege, restriction, exemption, office or appointment, notwithstanding that the 
same respectively may have beon in any maimer affirmed, or recognised or derived 
by, in or from any oimctniont hereby repealed ; 

nor shall the repeal by this Aot of any enactment revive or restore any juris- 
diction, office, custom, liability, right, title, privilege, restriction, exemption, usage, 
practice, procedure or othor matter or thing not now oxisting or in force.

THE NAWAB SALAR JUNG BAHADUR (ADMINISTRATION OF ASSETS) 

ACT, 1950. 

No. XXXVI or 1950 

An Aot to provide for the administration of the assets of the late Nawab Salar 
Jung Bahadur of Hyderabad and for matters connected therewith. 

Bn it enacted by Parliament aa follows: — 

1. Short title and extent. — (I) This Act may be called the Nawab 8u]ar 
Jung Bahadur (Administration of Assets) Act, 1950. 

(?) It extends to the whole of India except the State of .Jammu and Kashmir 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(a) “assets” means all the items of property of the Nawab specified 
in llie Schedule, and includes any other item of property added to the 
Schedule by notification under section 7; 

( b ) “Committee” means the Salar Jung Estate Committee appointed 
for the purpose of administering the estate of the Nawab under the Salar 
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Jung Estate (Administration) Regulation (No. XXXIV of 1S58F) of 
Hyderabad ; 

(c) “the Nawab” moans Nawab Salar Jung Bahadur of Hyderabad who 
died on the 2nd day of March, 1949; and 

(d) “Schedule” means the Schedule to this Act. 

3. Vesting of assets in Committee. — All the assets of the Nawab Bhall vest 
in the Committee and shall be administered by the Committee subject to the 
control of the Central Government. 

4. Powers of Committee.— (1) Subject to any rides that may be made 
in this behalf, the Committee may take such measures as it considers necessary 
or expedient tor the purposes of administering and managing the assets which 
have vested in it and may for any such purpose do all acts and incur all 
expenditure - necessary or incidental thereto. 

IS) Without prejudice to the generality of the powers given to it by sun- 
section (1), the Committee may, for any of the purposes aforosaid, — 

(a) operate on any account standing in the name of the Nawab in any 
banking company; 

(b) take Knob action as may bo necessary for the recovery of any debt 
due to the Nawab; 

(c) transfer in any manner whatsoever the assets or any part thereof; 

(d) invest or ve-invest any assets in such security as the Committee 
may think fit, 

(3) The Committee may, for the more convenient exercise of any of its 
powers, authorise, by resolution, any of its members to act on behalf of the 
Committee in respect of such matters aB may be specified. 

5. Payment to Committee to be valid discharge. — (1) Any payment made 
to the Committee in the discharge of any obligation in relation to any asset 
shall be a full and valid discharge to the person making the payment from all 
liability in respect thereof. 

(0) Any payment made otherwise than in accordance with sub-section 

(1) shah not be deemed to discharge the person paying it from his obligation to 
make tho payment and shall not affect the right of the Committee to enforce 
such obligation against that person. 

6. Transfers otherwise than by Committee or without its consent void. — 

(2) Any transfer or other disposition of any asset made by any person after the 
2nd day of March, 1949, and before the 12th day of November, 1940, shall 
be void and shall be deemed always to hove been void unless confirmed by the 
Committee. 

(0) Any transfer or other disposition ol any asset purporting to be made 
by any person other than the Committee after the 12th day of November, 
1949, shall be void and of no effect, and, notwithstanding anything contained 
m any law for the time being in force, the asset shall be deemed to be and 
always to have been vested in the Committee. 

7. Power to add to Schedule,— The Central Government may, by notification 
in the Official Gazette, add to the items of property in the Sohodule any other 
item which in its opinion represents property belonging to the Nawab, and on 
the issue of such notification, any property so added, shall be deemed always 
to have been inemdwj in the Schedule for the purposes of this Act, 
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8. Bar of jurisdiction.— No suit or other legal proceeding for tl\e enforce- 
ment of any right or remedy in respect of any assot shall bo instituted in any 
court by any person other than the Committee save with the previous consent 
of the Central Government. 

9. Protection of action taken In good fa'th. — No suit, proBeoution or other 
legal proceeding shall lie against the Committee for anything which is in good 
faith done or intended to be done in pursuance of this Act. 

10. Power to make rules. — The Central Government may, by notification 
in the Official Gazette, mako rules to carry out the purposes of this Act 
and, in particular, for the effective exercise of the powers vested in the Com- 
mittee under this Act.

11. Repeal of Ordinance XXIX of 1949. — ( 1 ) The Nawab Salar Jung 
Bahadur (Administration of Assets) Ordinance, 1949 (XXIX of 1949), is hereby 
repealed. 

(it) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken in the 
exercise of any power conferred by or under the said Ordinance shall be deemed 
to have been done or taken in the exercise of the powers conferred by or under 
this Act, as if this Act were in force on the day on which such thing was done 
or action was taken.
